An army and air force with no 
real industry to support them, 
lack staying power. 
Be this as it may, the Chinese 
have the largest army in Asia 
and can be used to intimidate 
weaker nations in southeast Asia. 
In fact, it has paid her big divi­ 
dends thus far. 
The Communists began the fight 
in Korea under the impression 
that the United States would not 
enter the war against them Pres­ 
ident Eisenhowrer and the Cong­ 
ress have now removed any such 
doubt regarding Formosa I offered 
an amendemnt to the President’s 
request that Congress back up 
his policy, stating th at this action 
should not set a precedent which 
would lead either people in this 
Country or overseas to think that 
the President had to take such 
action every time an emergency 
occurred. 
It Is my personal belief th at 
the Chinese 
Communists 
have 
their eye more on southeast Asia 
than on Formosa, and that they 
may be throwing up a smoke 
screen as a diversionary tactic. 
The existing situation is sen- 
stive. to say the least, and there 
is no need to speculate on what 
may happen. The Chinese Com­ 
munists have tasted victory in 
several instances, which raised 
their prestige in Asia and it has 
caused the Communist leaders to 
become pretty drunk with power 
This is a dangerous thing, and 
particularly for 
Oriental 
mind, 
which could result In the worst.
